FELLOW CITIZENS— 


I have recehed your very kind let- 


ter of the 4th inst. written in behalf of 
the citizens whose corrmjittee you are, 
and tender to you and to them my 
grateful thanks for the sentiments you 
have been pleased to express with re- 
gard to myself and to. the citizens asso- 
ciated with me in the late administra- 
tion of the general government. 
The 


letters to Mr. Clay and Mr. Southard, 
enclosed in yours to me. have been de- 
livered to them. 


In a free Republic, the first wish o 


every man, invested with a public trust 
shfxiid be, by the faithful discharge o: 
his duty to his constituents, to deserve 
and the second to obtain, their appro- 
bation. 
For the first, depending., as it 


does,upon his o\vn will, he is responsi- 
ble, to God and his country. For the 
second, depending as it does upon the 
will of others, he can be no further res- 
ponsible than by the performance of his 
dudes. As the re-election of a Presi- 
dent of the U. States, after one term of 
service,"Is the only manifestation of 
public opinion, by which the approba- 
tion of his fellow citizens, upon his ser- 
vices, can be ascertained, it is an object 
of laudable ambition, and blameless de- 
sire. If it cannot be obtained by pub- 
lic service alone, the duty of the servant 
who has thus failed to obtain the appro- 
bation of his masters is, cheerfully to 
acquiesce in that expression of their 
will by which it is denied ; and calmly 
to await "that final judgment upon his 
public labors and aspirations, which- 
speaks in the impartial voice of after a- 
ges. 


In the recent expression of the vail 


of the people of the Union, with regard 
to the general Administration, it has 
been consolatory forme to observe the 
large and respectable portion of them, 
who, though not composing a rnajority 
of the whole, yet comprised upwards of 
half a million of suffrages, and pro- 
claimed by those suffrages their appro- 
bation of my humble but faithful efforts 
to serve my country.

liarly grateful to me to perceive, that 
the support of those -who had extended 
10 me their confidence in advance, has 
In a very few instances been withdrawn, 
while that of whole Mates which had 
judged less favorable before, has been 
generously yielded to me now.

the foulest slanders have been shower 
ed.—Long known and appreciated, as 
successively a member of both house: 
of your national Legislature, as the un 
rivalled speaker, and, at the same time 
most efficient leader of debates in one 
of them ; as an able and successful ne- 
gotiator for your interests, in war and 
in peace, with foreign powers, and as a 
powerful candidate for the highest oi 
your trust.—The Department of State 
itself was a station, which, by its bes- 
towal, could confer neither profit nor 
honor upon him ; but upon which he 
has shed unfading honor by the manner 
in which he has discharged its duties 
Prejudice and passion have charged 
him with obtaining that office by bar- 
gain and corruption.

and welfare of his country, ought to 
have preferred to Henry Clay.

Times, Chronicle and Sphinx in its ta- 
vor. 
Mr. Peel, the staunch and able 


advocate, heretofore, of the disabilities 
Imposed upon the Catholics,has,under 
a sense of imperious necessity—and ol 
dut 
us a minister of the crown, chan' 


Iroduced, arming ihe Executive with 
power to suppress that, and its rival as- 
sociations'; and to punish those who at- 
tended their meetings with fine and im- 
prisonment. 
By an act of promptitude 


and wisdom, however, for which the 
Catholics deserve much credit, the 
Catholic Association has dissolved it- 
self. 
It no longer exists. 
Us doors 


are closed, and the only associations 
to which the law can apply, if it should 
become a law, are those which opposed 
the Catholics. 
It is probable, there- 


fore. that the bill for the emancipation 
of the Catholics will now pass ; but it 
is by no means certain. 
The prejudi- 


ces of the people are very strong, 
may be put into activity in a man 
which may yet defeat the measure. — 
The last number of Bell's Weekly Mes- 
senger contains the following para-
